"If Canada • lias not yet a foreign 
policy, she at least has foreign rela- 
tton.8, and so the government must 
learn to deal with tho permanent 
factors of the international situation 
If she' 4s to 'Shape one", wa's the 
opinion of ' Professor F. R. ,Scott 
wJien speaking before -tlié Tfoung 
Men's Canadian Club on "Shaping A 
Canadian Fwclgn Policy".

Wauy Senior Students From 
The University of Montreal 
Attend 

"The history of tho Hotel Dieu Hos- 
pital is as old as Montreal- itself", 
said Dr. St. Jacques, Professor of 
Medicine' at the Hotel Dieu Hospital 
in addressing the ilcGill Medical So- 
ciety last nlgiit. "In 1642 Malsonheuve 
founded Ville Mario (now Montreal). 
With '^'^^ÈÏ^É^^P^^ came Jeanne 
Mance -wflooK^SfKr^ sick of the 
crew and colony. 

On October Sth of the ne.\t year 
Jeanne Manoo, entered tho' new Hotel 
Dieu Hospital -situated Just back of 
Notre Dame Church. Soon supplies 
arrived from France and with them 
three sisters to help in looking, after 
the sick. Thus was the first hospital 
on the Amoricah continent founded, 
with Jeanne Mance, the first nurse on 
record. In charge.". ... 

Reeoflnixed By King 

In 1669 there were five doctors 
practising, organized as a corporation 
recognized by the. King of France. 
Most «ota,bl6 among them was Dr, 
Sarazen the botanist and biologist. 
When Montreal passed Into the hands 
of tho British In 1760 the Hotel Dieu 
was the. only' place to 'look after tho 
sick and'. hero .the French and English 
soldiers'*, wore looked after wltli Im 
partiality.'; ' ■ 

"Regarding, the ' regulatio n ît t pr|pmo^^ 
tlce of medicine In : CanM^jïimSwy: 
days", ' slated Dr. St. JaSauos,— ''in 
1760 Bigot tho Intendant passed a . law 
that ' no 'one xould practice withpiii 
first passing an exam before; the king's 
physician.

^HE PLAYERS' CLUB hâve again finished suc- 
cessfully their second production, and In Its 
success have almost proved the words of the ex- 
cellent genUèmân In Manitoba, who declared that 
the . pl-esent day audience required nothing bettor 
thari\. Comedy for the satisfaction of their Dra- 
matic appetites. It is however more charitable to 
suppose that It was either the excellence of the 
Acting ^ (which is undeniable) or the somewhat 
broad Jokes, or the mood of the audience, which 
put over the 'futilities and oxecrabll dramatic con 
structlon of Sherwood's creation. 

For, ecstatic as we may be over the Players'

Waterloo Bridge 
To Come Do^jn 

Demolition to Begin This 
Summer — Six Traffic 
Lines on New Bridget 



It is now practically certain that 
Waterloo Bridge, which ha^ been 
proppc^ up'slnco 1933, wIlV,bb pulled 
do\yn and replaced by a much' larger 
bridge carrying six lines of traffic. 
The wprk pf demolishing the bridge, 
Whicb is nioro than 100 years old, 
may be started some time this st)m- 
nier. 

Tho present temporary bridge, 
which was erected followlni?' /the 
alarm caused by tho dangerous Sink- 
ing of the central piers In 1923, -vylll 
bo retained until the new bridge is 
ready. In this way traffic will bo re- 
duced, but not stopped, ' 'across : the 
river. 

. The qbst of the new bridge has 
been estimated d:t £li250,000, tq. which 
tho Government would subscribe GO 
per cent. . ' . , - 

■Alternative Scheme 
Sir Percy Simmons, chairman of 
the Improvements Commlttpo, stated 
at the meeting of the London County 
Council that his committcu pbtildinot 
favour the alternative scheme of - rb- 
modelllrigythe 'old bridge because of 
tlio risks -w.hloh. -^'ould have to . bo 
run, and; further, ;t}bcau9esOf an addi.- 
tlonal £250,000. the new bridge could 
b,e .built. 

■ '. Although tho Government had 
promised to subscribe 75 per cent, of 
the cost of . reconditioning. Waterloo 
Bridge before ,':^tho '.'-.Char^^ Cross 
Bridge scheme ' was' aljandoncd, he 
had no doubt tlie council 'Woiild agree 
to accept tho 60 per cent. ' offered in 
view of tho financial 'depression and 
tho condition of théîR'ciàa Fund. 

Sir Percy iritbrrried'' 'tlVè'- Cbunoil 
that there had been further sinkings 
during the past six months at four of 
thft seven piers of Waterloo Bridge, 
and said that in view of .the danger 
there should be no further' delay Ini 
coVplng to a final decision.
